I.    THE    MANUSCRIPT    AND    ITS    AUTHOR. 

THE  kindness  with  which  the  publication  of  the  Oak  Book 
of  Southampton  has  been  received  in  various  quarters,  has 
emboldened  the  Editor  to  make  fresh  incursions  into  the 
Muniment  Room  of  the  Corporation,  and  bring  to  light  another 
treasure  preserved  among  the  local  archives.  As  a  manuscript 
it  cannot  rank  on  a  par  with  the  unique  "  Oak  Book,"  but  it 
contains  such  accurate  and  interesting  information  on  the  sea- 
borne trade  in  the  early  part  of  the  fifteenth  century,  a  period 
in  economic  history  notorious  for  the  scarcity  of  documentary 
evidence,  that  it  cannot  fail  to  be  of  some  use  to  students 
investigating  the  state  of  commerce  at  the  close  of  the  Middle 
Ages.  The  document  cannot  claim  to  possess  the  literary 
merits  of  the  "  Oak  Book,"  small  as  they  were,  but,  as  the  last 
Southampton  manuscript  of  any  length  written  entirely  in 
Anglo-French,  it  is  not  without  interest  to  the  philologist, 
and  it  supplies  some  valuable  material  for  the  study  of  the 
sources  of  Modern  English. 

THE  MANUSCRIPT.  The  "Port  Books"  here  published  for 
the  first  time  are  the  earliest  of  a  large  collection  of  registers 
kept  by  former  Water-Bailiffs,  or  Receivers  of  Petty-Customs, 
of  the  Port  of  Southampton.  The  manuscript  is  a  volume 
measuring  12  inches  by  9  inches,  composed  of  78  leaves  of 
paper  sewn  into  a  cover  of  vellum,  partly  torn.  The  pages 
are  slightly  damaged  at  the  corners,  but,  with  the  exception  of 
the  front  page,  the  text  has  not  been  injured.  The  writing  is 
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uniformly  good  and,  except  for  a  few  Latin  notes  added  by  the 
auditors,  all  by  the  hand  of  Robert  Florys,  the  then  Water- 
Bailiff.  Abbreviations  are  used  sparingly.  With  commendable 
diligence  the  scribe  has  given  the  detail  even  of  such  goods 
as  were  freed  from  the  payment  of  tolls.  None  of  his  successors 
seem  to  have  performed  their  task  in  a  manner  so  conscientious. 
Not  only  did  they  write  less  clearly,  but  often  they  omitted  to 
give  any  detail  of  the  goods,  and  carelessly  described  the  cargo 
as  "  various  merchandise." 

Even  Robert  Florys  withholds  information  which  would  be 
of  the  greatest  value  to  present  day  historians.  For  instance, 
he  tells  us  little  of  the  movements  of  the  numerous  Southamp- 
ton boats.  When  he  says1  that  the  "Marie"  of  Southampton, 
Captain  William  Hardy,  has  entered  the  port  with  a  cargo  of 
so  many  bales  of  madder,  so  many  bunches  of  garlic,  so  many 
barrels  of  onions  and  soap,  we  should  like  to  hear  where  she 
took  that  cargo  on  board  ;  but  on  that  point  Florys  is  silent. 
It  is  true  that  in  the  case  of  other  ships  he  supplies  the  names  of 
the  harbours  to  which  they  belonged,  and  from  which  they  pre- 
sumably sailed.  Often  he  states  the  price  of  the  commodities, 
and  on  the  whole  he  deserves  our  sincere  gratitude,  the  more  so 
as  he  surely  never  dreamt,  that  after  nearly  five  centuries  had 
elapsed,  his  book  would  one  day  be  unearthed  and  subjected  to 
a  close  examination. 

THE  DATE.  A  paper  wrapper  in  which  the  manuscript  has 
been  placed  bears  the  date  1428.  But  even  a  cursory  glance  at 
the  contents  will  show  that  the  four  sections  of  which  it  consists 
cannot  possibly  belong  to  one  and  the  same  year.  To  begin 
with,  Section  IV  is  clearly  dated  1429  and  1430.  It  is  unfortu- 
nate that  a  portion  of  the  front  page  has  been  torn  and  the 
superscription  greatly  mutilated.  Still,  enough  of  it  remains 
to  enable  us  to  fill  the  gaps  with  a  degree  of  accuracy  —  this  has 
been  done  below,  the  additions  being  placed  in  square  brackets. 
Thus  emended,  the  Latin  superscription  implies  that  Sections  I 
and  II  were  accounts  from  the  Feast  of  Saint  Michael,  in  the 
fifth  year  of  the  reign  of  Henry  VI,  until  the  same  feast  in  the 
year  next  following,  in  other  words,  from  September  3oth,  1426, 
to  September  29th,  1427.  But  internal  evidence,  especially  the 
mention  of  William  Nicole2  as  Mayor  of  Southampton,  proves

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that  Sections  I  and  II  belong  to  the  year  1427 — 28.  The 
mistake  could  easily  arise  owing  to  the  fact  that  Henry  VI  was 
not  proclaimed  king  of  France  until  October,  although  in 
England  the  regnal  year  was  reckoned  from  the  first  of  Septem- 
ber. The  same  mistake  repeated  in  Section  III,  where  the 
accounts  are  dated  of  the  yth  instead  of  the  8th  year,  lends 
further  support  to  such  an  assumption.  There  is,  indeed,  no 
shadow  of  doubt  that  Section  III  belongs  to  the  period  extending 
from  September,  1429,  to  September,  1430.  It  contains  an 
unmistakable  reference  to  the  visit  of  Isabella  of  Portugal, 
which  took  place  late  in  1429,  and  not  in  1428.*  Moreover, 
Section  IV — it  has  been  already  stated — bears  in  one  place 
the  date  September,  1429,  and  in  another  January,  1430,  and 
the  totals  (par.  618)  clearly  show  that  Sections  III  and  IV 
belong  to  one  and  the  same  year. 

In  this  connection  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  Water- 
Bailiffs  of  Southampton  were  in  the  habit  of  keeping  separate 
accounts,  one  for  the  Mediterranean  galleys,  the  other  for  the 
remaining  boats,  whether  English  or  foreign.  For  the  year 
1429 — 30  Florys  has  observed  this  practice  very  consistently, 
but  for  the  earlier  period,  1427 — 28,  the  accounts  are  some- 
what confused ;  at  all  events,  in  Section  II  there  are  a  few 
entries  which  obviously  have  nothing  to  do  with  the  Medi- 
terranean trade. 

In  the  present  edition,  Sections  I  and  II  are  published  in 
extenso,  whilst  selections  only  are  given  of  Sections  III  and  IV. 
It  is,  however,  needless  to  point  out  that  the  statistics  and 
tables  included  in  these  introductory  notes  and  in  the  Appendix, 
are  based  on  the  complete  document.  The  Index  contains  an 
entire  list  of  all  the  proper  names  of  the  MS.,  even  if  they  only 
occur  in  passages  that  have  been  omitted  in  the  present  edition. 

THE  LANGUAGE.  Except  for  a  few  Latin  notes,  the  whole 
manuscript  is  written  in  Anglo-French,  in  that  language  which 
at  Southampton  had  been  spoken  and  written  ever  since  the 
time  of  the  Norman  Conquest.  If  the  work  is  unfortunately  of 
such  a  nature  that  it  affords  us  little  opportunity  to  judge  of  the 
construction  and  style,  on  the  other  hand  it  supplies  us  with  a 
large  "  repertoire "  of  the  vocabulary  then  in  use.  That 
vocabulary  had  remained  French  to  a  remarkable  extent.  But

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signs  are  not  wanting  that  the  Saxon  element  in  the  language, 
as  in  the  racial  characteristics,  was  at  last  asserting  its  rights. 
Not  only  is  the  proportion  of  words  taken  directly  from  Old 
English  greater  than  in  the  French  texts  of  the  "Oak  Book" 
(c.  A.D.  1300),  but  there  is  also  a  curious  tendency  to  use  side 
by  side  a  French  word  and  an  English  word,  to  denote  one  and 
the  same  thing.     The  Saxon  and  Norman  tongues  had  become 
so    intimately   welded    together   that    they    formed    but    one 
language,   with   a   certain   number  of  parallel  or  synonymous 
terms.    Thus  we  find  "  flex  "  (489)  used  alternately  with  "  lin  " 
(613),  "silk"  (596)  with  "see"  (269),  "colointhred  "  (562)  with 
"fil  de  Coloine"  (543),  "  benes "    (511)    with    "feyves"    (242), 
"ploumes"  (273)  with  "prunes"  (610),  "pisx"  (200)  with  "poys" 
(257),  "  calfskines  "  (572)  with  "  pels  de  veel "  (242),  "  bordnail " 
and  "lathenail"  (439)  with  "claus"  (219),  "malt"  (28)  with 
"  breis  "  (535),  "  febre  "  (502)  with  "  feverer  "  (273),  "  melstone  " 
(526)  and  "  grindingstone  "  (529)  with  "  moule  "  (44)  and  "  moule 
a  moulyn"  (68),  "pavingston  "  (491)  with  "pavement  en  piere" 
(491),   "sawed  bord "    (396)   with    "  bord  planches"    (359)    or 
"  planchebord  "  (429),  etc.     Occasionally  the  double  forms  are 
both  of  French  origin,  as  in  the  case  of  "  eysil  "  (419)  and  "  vin 
eigre  "  (425).     Even  "  the  "  and  "  of  "  occur  in  isolated  instances 
instead  of  "  le  "  and  "  de,"  e.g.,  John  "  the  "  Reve  (103),  Ric. 
"of"  Blacktoft  (529).     The  list  collected  from  these  Port  Books 
is  by  no  means  exhaustive.     Obviously,  Florys  and  his  contem- 
poraries had  at  their  command  a  far  larger  number  of  such 
parallel  forms,  and  their  writings  are  now  classified  as  English 
or   Anglo-French   respectively,   according   as  the  writers  gave 
preference  to  one  set  of  synonyms  or  the  other.     Introduce  into 
these  accounts  a  few  Saxon  words  and  the  language  becomes 
similar  to  that  of  the  Accounts  of  1454,  which  purports  to  be 
English.     On  the  other  hand  reverse  the  process  in  the  case  of 
the  English  Accounts  of  1454,  and  the  result  is  Anglo-French, 
after  the  manner  of  Robert  Florys.     Few  Southamptonians  of 
those  days  were  able  to  keep  the  two  sources  of  the  vocabulary 
apart,  even  as  clearly  as  Florys  did.      In  the  subsequent  Port 
Books  and  in  the  Stewards'  Accounts  the  writers  passed  con- 
tinually from  one  language  to  the  other,  quite  unconsciously,  it 
would  seem.     The  confusion  was  further  aggravated  by  the  fact 
that  for  the  most  part  they  possessed  also  a  smattering  of  Latin, 
which  they  were  prone  to  air  on  occasions.     Florys  himself  was 
not  free  from  the  infection  :  he  called  his  totals  "  summa,"  he 
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used  the  abbreviation  of  "nihil"  instead  of  "nul"  or  "rien," 
and  in  one  case  he  wrote  Latin  "  cum "  instead  of  French 
"ovesque"  (  —  with),  i.e.,  "j  barel  de  peutrevessels  'cum'  bacyn  " 
(453).  But  these  questions  of  purely  philological  interest  will 
be  more  conveniently  dealt  with  in  another  place1. 

THE  AUTHOR.  Of  Robert  Florys  (alias  Florise,  Florice)  we 
know  little  except  that  he  acted  as  Bailiff  of  Southampton 
during  four  consecutive  years  (A.D.  1426 — 1430)  and  again  for 
a  further  period  of  two  years  (1435 — *437)2-  After  that  date  he 
does  not  appear  to  have  held  any  important  public  office  in 
Southampton.  But  he  was  still  alive  in  1443,  for  in  that  year 
he  made  his  will,  a  curious  document,  which  by  a  piece  of  good 
fortune  has  been  preserved  to  this  day — an  enrolment  of  it 
can  be  seen  in  the  Black  Book  of  Southampton  (edited  in  the 
present  series  by  Miss  A.  B.  Wallis  Chapman,  Vol.  II,  pp.  136— 
141).  From  this  will,  we  learn  that  Robert  had  a  kinsman  in 
Guernsey,  Thomas  Florice,  whose  name  also  occurs  in  these 
Accounts.  Thomas  traded  between  Guernsey  and  South- 
ampton in  wine,  fruit,  resin,  alum,  etc.,3  but  he  imported  chiefly 
fish  to  Southampton,4  probably  in  conjunction  with  Robert,  who, 
like  most  of  the  leading  citizens  of  the  time,  appears  himself  to 
have  been  a  merchant.  He  is  mentioned  below  (pars.  293,  362) 
as  importing  wine  and  iron  in  the  "  Christofre,"  but  the  fact 
that  he  owned  a  house  in  Fishmarket  suggests  that  he  was  a 
fishmonger  by  trade. 

Although  his  salary  as  bailifE  was  not  princely  (£6  135.  4d.),5 
Robert  Florys  was  doubtless  in  comfortable  circumstances. 
Besides  his  business  premises  in  Fishmarket,  he  owned  a  large 
private  dwelling  in  Saint  Michael's  parish,  extending  from 
Bugle  Street  as  far  as  the  walls,  just  behind  the  "  Rouncevale." 
But  the  evening  of  his  life  was  saddened  by  bereavements :  he 
lost  his  wife  Elena  and  all  his  dear  ones  ;  and  in  1443,  when  he 
made  his  will,  he  was  a  solitary  and  lonely  man.  He  seems  to 
have  borne  his  troubles  in  a  true  Christian  spirit.  Not  only  did 
he  show  no  trace  of  bitterness  in  his  will,  but  his  thoughts  and

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cares  were  all  for  those  less  fortunate  than  himself,  and  he 
ordained  that  every  year,  on  the  anniversary  of  his  death,  bread 
and  ale  should  be  distributed  among  the  poor.  He  shared  in 
the  simple  faith  of  his  contemporaries.  Not  content  to  make 
bequests  to  the  Cathedral  Church  of  Winchester,  the  various 
parish  churches  of  Southampton  and  other  religious  communities, 
he  left  the  residue  of  his  estate  to  the  son  of  his  kinsman, 
Thomas  Florice  of  Guernsey,  on  the  condition  that  services  and 
requiem  masses  should  be  sung  yearly  in  the  Church  of  Saint 
Michael,  for  the  welfare  of  his  soul  and  the  souls  of  his  dear 
departed  ones.  If  the  provisions  of  the  will  were  duly  carried 
out,  his  body  was  buried  at  the  entrance  of  the  cemetery  of 
the  Church  of  Saint  Mary. 

The  records  tell  us  nothing  further  of  the  life  of  this  worthy 
Water-Bailiff  of  Old  Southampton.  But,  imagination  aiding, 
we  call  up  before  our  mind's  eye  the  picture  of  a  kindly,  quiet 
and  modest  burgess,  who  for  six  years  is  content  to  fill  the 
humbler  duties  of  Bailiff,  without  aspiring  to  the  more  exalted 
position  of  Mayor.  We  follow  him  on  his  daily  round  as  he 
steps  out  of  his  house  in  Bugle  Street,  passes  through  the  West 
Gate  and  joins  the  busy  throng  on  the  Western  Shore.  He  is 
greeted  by  the  captains  and  sailors  of  Hampton,  by  those 
gallant  sea  dogs,  John  Edrysche,  Master  of  the  "  Christofre," 
George  Mixto,  Master  of  the  "  Gylyene,"  John  Morysse,  Master 
of  the  "  Katherine,"  and  others,  who  have  just  returned  from 
their  journeys  to  France  or  Flanders,  and  have  many  tales  to 
tell  of  fights  with  pirates  and  adventures  on  shore.  They  bring 
news,  too,  of  the  war  in  France.  They  speak  with  wonder  and 
fear  of  Joan,  the  French  witch,  who  at  Orleans  has  struck  terror 
in  the  hearts  of  England's  bravest  knights.  Florys  would  like 
to  hear  more  of  these  tidings,  but  his  presence  is  required  else- 
where. Several  boats  are  in  the  roadsteads  waiting  for  his 
permission  to  unload  their  cargoes.  As  he  moves  on,  he  raises 
his  eyes  to  the  Castle  and  perceives  an  unwonted  activity 
among  the  troops,  which  are  being  hastily  drawn  into  the 
town  and  hurried  away  to  the  seat  of  war.  Four  thousand  men 
under  Cardinal  Beaufort  have  just  sailed  from  Hampton,  and  still 
the  Regent  is  clamouring  for  further  aid.  Since  that  glorious 
day  when  Harry  set  out  from  the  West  Quay  with  the  flower  of 
England  to  win  the  fair  kingdom  of  France,  a  ceaseless  stream 
of  knights  and  nobles,  soldiers  high  and  low,  had  passed  through 
the  town  and  left  these  beloved  shores,  never  to  return  again. 
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The  sons  of  Florys,  may  be,  had  joined  the  stream  and  met  their 
doom  at  sea  or  on  the  battlefield,  along  with  many  other  youths 
of  Hampton. 

But  the  father  has  no  time  to  ponder  over  these  matters,  for 
here  come  Andrew  Spinol,  Gregory  Catan,  Paul  Morel  and 
other  wealthy  signers  of  Genoa  landing  their  goods  from  the 
carracks  and  galleys,  whose  huge  hulks  ride  at  anchor  in  the 
deep  waters  away  from  the  quay.  He  has  had  many  a  wrangle 
with  these  powerful  merchant  princes,  who  bring  to  Hampton 
all  the  spices  of  the  East,  all  the  fineries  of  Italy.  The  "  patroni  " 
of  the  Genoese  and  Venetian  carracks  do  not  always  show  to 
Master  Robert  all  the  respect  which  is  due  to  the  representative 
of  his  Majesty  Henry  VI,  by  the  Grace  of  God,  King  of  France 
and  England.  At  great  expense  to  the  town,  Thomas  Abrygen1 
has  to  be  sent  with  a  body  of  armed  men  to  bring  these  foreign 
gentlemen-to  their  senses,  and  induce  them  to  pay  the  anchorage 
money,  which  by  ancient  right  the  Mayor  and  Commonalty  of 
Hampton  are  empowered  to  levy  on  all  ships  casting  anchor 
within  the  precincts  of  the  harbour,  from  Langstone  in  the  east 
to  Hurst  in  the  west.  It  is  true  that  the  burgesses  have  little 
reason  to  complain,  for  on  many  occasions  have  they  arbitrarily 
seized  the  goods  of  these  foreigners,  and  seldom  have  they 
missed  an  opportunity  to  extort  unlawful  tolls  from  them.  The 
Easterlings,  too,  the  Hanse  merchants  from  the  Baltic  and 
North  Sea,  congregate  in  the  Solent  and  prove  troublesome,  in 
spite  of  the  smallness  of  their  crafts.  Thomas  Abrygen  is  busy 
several  days  in  dealing  with  them,  and  when  he  finally  returns, 
he  claims  for  his  trouble  half  the  sum  he  has  collected.2  But 
had  it  not  been  for  brave  Thomas  Abrygen,  the  Easterlings  and 
Flemings  would  have  escaped  scot  free,  and  Florys  does  not 
grudge  him  his  35.  ^.d.  Besides,  the  finances  of  the  town  are 
more  prosperous  than  ever.  There  is  always  a  substantial 
balance  in  the  chest  of  the  custom-house,  notwithstanding  the 
heavy  payments  that  have  to  be  made  to  the  Queen3  for  the 
fee-farm  rent  of  the  town,  to  William  Soper  and  William 
Chamberleyn  for  representing  the  borough  in  the  King's  Par- 
liament, and  to  the  lawyers  who  defend  it  in  numerous

litigations  with  the  mayors,  bishops,  and  abbots  of  the  neigh- 
bourhood. 

Florys  has  now  completed  his  round  and  he  retires  to  his 
house  in  Bugle  Street,  checks  the  moneys  he  has  received,  and 
in  a  careful,  deliberate  hand  sets  down  in  his  book,  not  the 
wonderful  stories  he  has  heard  during  the  day,  nor  the  thoughts 
that  have  crossed  his  mind  (and  that  is  a  pity  !),  but  the  names 
of  the  boats  and  the  harbours  they  come  from,  the  names  of  the 
captains  and  of  the  merchants  whose  goods  they  enter  or  clear, 
the  detail  of  these  goods,  and  the  amount  of  the  toll  he  has 
taken. 

From  his  chamber  he  overlooks  the  busy  roadsteads,  and  as 
he  watches  the  broad  water  way  crowded  with  crafts  of  every 
size  and  description,  his  heart  fills  with  joy.  There  will  be  no 
lack  of  money  in  Hampton !  He  beholds  the  mighty  walls 
which  have  recently  been  completed.  No  stronger  town  is  now 
to  be  seen  on  the  south  coast  of  England !  The  burgesses  can 
lie  secure  in  their  beds  at  night  and  mock  the  Frenchman  in  his 
vain  efforts  to  scale  the  ramparts.  Hampton  has  been  deemed 
a  safe  refuge  even  for  princes,  and  Florys  thinks  with  pride  of 
the  beautiful  Isabella,1  the  royal  daughter  of  Portugal,  who 
landed  but  the  other  day  to  pay  her  homage  to  the  English 
Court,  and  whose  galleys  are  still  riding  at  anchor  off  the  Castle 
Quay,  ready  to  take  the  fair  princess  to  Bruges,  where  Philip  of 
Burgundy  is  making  elaborate  preparations  for  her  reception 
and  the  coming  wedding. 

But  Florys  must  attend  to  his  private  business.  His  shop  in 
Fishmarket  is  but  a  stone-throw  from  his  dwelling  house.  It  is 
well  stocked  with  all  kinds  of  fish :  conger-eels  from  the 
Channel  Islands,  herrings  from  Suffolk,  stock-fish  from  Norfolk, 
hake  from  Cornwall,  ling  and  mulwell  from  the  Netherlands. 
No  doubt  his  position  as  bailiff  gives  him  many  an  opportunity 
to  strike  an  advantageous  bargain.  But  in  spite  of  the  low 
standard  of  public  morality  which  obtains  in  his  days,  he 
stoutly  refuses  to  share  in  flagrant  acts  of  piracy  and  robbery ; 
although,  like  William  Soper  and  others  of  his  colleagues,  he 
might  have  done  so,  not  only  with  impunity,  but  even  without 
forfeiting  the  respect  and  confidence  of  his  fellow-citizens.  But 
Miss  Wallis  Chapman,  in  her  excellent  Introduction  to  the 
Black  Book  (Vol.  I),  has  dealt  sufficiently  on  this  curious  aspect

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of  Old  Southampton.  For  the  honour  of  the  ancient  fathers  of 
this  town  and  for  the  inspiration  of  future  generations,  let  us 
hope  that  among  these  buccaneering  mayors  and  grasping 
magistrates,  there  was  at  least  one  honest  bailiff  whose  standard 
of  ethics  came  up  to  our  own,  in  these  more  enlightened  days, 
and  who,  in  addition,  possessed  that  childlike  faith,  naive 
simplicity  and  robust  conviction  which  characterised  the 
mediaeval  mind.  If  there  existed  such  a  man  in  the  early  part 
of  the  fifteenth  century,  surely  it  was  Robert  Florys,  the 
Collector  of  Petty-Customs,  whose  accounts  are  published  in 
this  book. 


II.    THE     PORT     OF     "HAMPTON,"    ITS    RISE    AND 

DEVELOPMENT. 

THE  NORMAN  CONQUEST.  Old  Southampton  reached  the 
zenith  of  its  glory  in  the  first  half  of  the  fifteenth  century. 
From  a  small  agricultural  town  it  had  risen  to  the  exalted 
position  of  chief  commercial  and  military  port  on  the  south 
coast.  Its  rise  and  prosperity  were  intimately  connected  with 
the  Norman  Conquest.  The  Continental  merchants  who 
followed  in  the  wake  of  William  the  Conqueror  were  not  slow 
in  detecting  the  advantages  of  Hampton  as  a  suitable  harbour 
for  the  trade  they  hoped  to  build  up  between  England  and 
Normandy.  They  settled  in  the  town  in  considerable  numbers, 
organised  themselves  into  a  powerful  guild,  and  soon  became 
the  controlling  factor  in  municipal  as  well  as  commercial 
affairs.1  On  the  other  hand,  the  new  rulers  of  England  and 
many  of  their  nobles  had  interests  on  both  sides  of  the  Channel. 
Political  events  often  called  them  back  to  the  Continent,  and 
Southampton  was  the  most  convenient  port  from  which  they 
could  sail.  Thus  from  purely  strategical  considerations,  the 
Normans  and  Plantagenets  found  it  expedient  to  encourage  the 
development  of  the  town.  A  small  but  strong  citadel  was  built 
in  a  commanding  position.  Royal  grants  were  bestowed  upon 
the  burgesses  to  enable  them  to  enlarge  their  quay  upon  the 
Western  Shore  and  construct  another  at  the  South  Gate  (also 
called  Watergate)  for  the  convenience  of  merchants  and  sailors,

and  to  draw  round  the  town  a  complete  line  of  ramparts, 
flanked  with  strong  towers  and  with  fortified  gates,  for  the 
greater  security  of  the  inhabitants. 

HENRY  II.  On  the  accession  of  Henry  II,  when  the  fertile 
regions  of  Aquitaine  were  brought  within  the  sphere  of  English 
influence,  Southampton  was  one  of  the  first  towns  to  benefit  by 
the  widened  scope  of  commercial  enterprise.  The  merchants  of 
La  Rochelle  and  Bordeaux  began  to  resort  to  its  harbour  in 
ever  increasing  numbers.  Their  large  wine  fleets,  which  sailed 
yearly  from  the  estuary  of  the  Gironde  to  England  and  Flanders, 
were  undoubtedly  at  one  time  the  most  important  commercial 
ventures  in  Western  Europe,  and  the  famous  Rolls  of  Oleron, 
primarily  devised  to  regulate  this  wine  trade,  became  not  only 
the  acknowledged  rules  of  the  western  and  northern  seas,  but 
the  foundation  of  modern  international  sea-laws.  Southampton 
was  visited  by  these  fleets,  and  the  Rolls  of  Oleron  were  entered 
in  the  same  book  as  the  ordinances  of  the  borough.1 

JOHN.  No  figures  are  available  for  the  earlier  periods,  but 
state  papers  testify  to  the  large  quantities  of  wine  bought  in 
Southampton  for  the  purpose  of  provisioning  royal  castles. 
King  John,  who  appears  to  have  entertained  a  special  fondness 
for  the  town,  owned  capacious  cellars  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
Quay,  and  in  1205  no  fewer  than  108  casks  of  wine  were  forwarded 
from  thence  to  various  royal  residences.2  In  the  same  year  a 
return  made  for  the  fifteen  months  preceding  November  3oth 
showed  that  Southampton  was  the  third  port  of  the  realm,  and 
possessed  about  one  seventh  of  the  whole  trade  of  the  country. 

THE  EDWARDS.  The  confusion  and  intestine  strife  which 
marked  the  closing  years  of  John  and  the  greater  part  of  the 
long  reign  of  his  son  Henry  must  have  hampered  traders  in  no 
small  degree,  and  arrested  for  a  time  the  growth  of  commercial 
activity  both  on  land  and  sea.  But  the  wise  rule  of  Edward  I 
and  Edward  III  did  much  to  recover  the  ground  which  had  been 
lost  in  previous  reigns,  and  Southampton  was  among  the  first 
to  benefit  by  the  thoughtful  policy  of  these  great  statesmen. 
Perceiving  the  advantages  which  would  accrue  to  his  people 
from  an  extensive  foreign  trade,  and  mindful  also  of  the  large 
revenue  which  he  himself  might  derive  from  that  source,

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Edward  III  did  all  in  his  power  to  facilitate  the  access  of 
foreigners  to  this  country.  He  not  only  annulled  those  charters 
and  privileges  under  which  the  burgesses  of  certain  cities  put 
hindrances  in  the  way  of  their  trading,1  but  made  important 
concessions  to  merchants  strangers  at  the  expense  of  his  own 
subjects.  Thus  encouraged,  the  Italian  traders,  Florentine, 
Venetian,  and  especially  Genoese,  began  to  visit  the  Channel 
ports  in  large  numbers,  and  the  arrival  of  their  huge  carracks 
and  galleys  was  always  an  event  of  the  greatest  importance. 
By  this  time,  too,  the  Portuguese  had  become  experienced 
seamen.  The  dauntless  spirit  of  adventure  which  in  the  follow- 
ing age  produced  some  of  the  world's  greatest  explorers,  men 
like  Henry  the  Navigator,  Vasco  de  Gama,  Magellan,  and  others, 
already  animated  the  bold  captains  and  sailors  of  Portugal. 
Their  small  crafts  could  be  seen  in  all  the  waters  of  Europe, 
and  frequently  they  found  their  way  to  Southampton.  In  other 
parts  of  the  country  German,  Dutch,  and  Flemish  traders  secured 
a  strong  foothold  :  the  Hanse  League  especially  enjoyed  a  time 
of  great  prosperity. 

RICHARD  II — HENRY  V.  English  shipping,  too,  had  made 
considerable  progress.  The  roving  spirit  which  the  Normans, 
even  before  the  days  of  Portugal,  had  infused  into  the  heart  of 
English  sailors,  soon  drove  the  latter  in  quest  of  adventure  and 
gain,  not  only  to  neighbouring  France  and  Flanders,  but  to  the 
more  distant  shores  of  Spain  and  Portugal  in  the  west,  and  of 
the  Baltic  regions  in  the  east.  In  ships  which  were  hardly  safe 
for  the  coasting  trade,  they  ventured  on  the  boundless  deep. 
Often,  it  is  true,  they  fell  a  prey  to  their  many  enemies  :  the 
fury  of  the  elements,  the  treachery  of  sunken  reefs,  or,  more 
deadly  still,  the  rapacity  of  pirates.  But,  with  all  its  perils,  the 
ocean  lost  nothing  of  its  fascination,  and  fresh  volunteers  were 
never  wanting.  The  endeavour  of  Edward  III  to  attract  foreign 
skippers  to  England  checked  the  development  of  native  enter- 
prise to  a  considerable  extent,  but  his  successor  reversed  that 
policy,  and  gave  a  fresh  impetus  to  English  shipping  trade.  If 
it  was  found  impracticable  to  enforce  the  Navigation  Act  of 
1381,  at  all  events  English  captains  received  a  preferential 
treatment,  and  began  to  compete  seriously  with  those  of  France 
and  Germany.

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Even  in  the  days  of  the  Edwards,  Southampton  already 
possessed  quite  an  imposing  merchant  flotilla.  We  know  that 
in  1345  its  quota  of  ships  to  the  king's  southern  fleet  amounted 
to  21  (that  of  London  was  25),  whilst  other  ports  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  Southampton  harbour  contributed  32  and  the 
Isle  of  Wight  13. 1  These  ships  were  very  small  and  on  an 
average  carried  on  board  a  crew  of  twenty  or  even  fewer  men. 
But  naval  construction  received  further  encouragement  when 
in  1414  Henry  V  ordered  three  huge  warships  to  be  built  at 
Southampton.  The  launching  of  the  "  Trinity,"  the  "  Holy 
Ghost,"  and  the  "  Grace  Dieu  "  was  long  remembered  as  one 
of  the  most  notable  events  in  the  annals  of  shipbuilding.  In 
1428  and  1430  large  quantities  of  ropes,  canvas,  and  sail-cloth 
were  imported,  together  with  timber  and  nails.  This  would 
suggest  that  the  ship-yards  of  Southampton  were  still  busy. 

SOUTHAMPTON  BOATS  IN  A.D.  1430.  Our  manuscript  gives 
the  names  of  thirteen  (large)  merchant  vessels  belonging 
to  the  port  of  Southampton.  They  are  "  le  Antony,"  "  le 
Christofre,"  "le  Edward,"  "  le  George,"  "  le  Ghost,"  "la 
Gylyene,"  "  le  John,"  "  la  Katherine,"  "  le  Leonard,"  "  la  iMarie," 
"le  Nicole,"  "  la  Trinite,"  and  " le  Valentin."  Sixteen  more, 
probably  somewhat  smaller,  are  referred  to  by  the  names  of  the 
owners:  "William  Agappe,"  "John  Chepwryszt,"  "Robert 
Elwyn,"  "  John  Eylmere,"  "  William  Eylmere,"  "  Thomas 
Frelond,"  "  William  Gangley,"  "  John  Huschon,"  "  John 
Morysse,"  "  Thomas  Nicole,"  "  William  Nicole,"  "  John 
Osmond,"  "  William  Payn,"  "  William  Poule,"  "  William 
Thangle,"  and  "  Nicole  Worstedde " ;  making,  together,  29 
vessels.  To  these  should  be  added  various  boats  of  Portsmouth, 
Fareham,  Hamble  and  Millbrook  (seven  in  all)  usually  freighted 
by  Southampton  merchants.  But  even  this  total  of  36  by 
no  means  represents  the  whole  strength  of  the  local  fleet.  In 
several  cases  the  scribe  has  omitted  to  mention  the  boat  on  which 
small  quantities  of  goods  were  entered  or  cleared.  What  is  more 
significant  still,  a  large  number  of  vessels  were  being  required 
by  the  Admiralty  to  patrol  the  Channel  and  carry  to  France 
supplies  and  reinforcements.  The  recent  reverses  with  which 
the  English  army  had  met  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Orleans  had 
called  forth  renewed  exertions  on  the  part  of  the  home  govern- 
ment, and  diverted  more  ships  still  from  the  mercantile  service.

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Southampton  was  particularly  affected,  for  the  English  troops 
generally  sailed  from  this  port.  It  is  reasonable  to  assume  that 
the  4000  men  whom  Cardinal  Beaufort  hurriedly  shipped  to 
France  just  at  this  period  (A.D.  1429)  were  carried  chiefly  on 
local  boats,  which  for  that  reason  would  not  be  mentioned  in 
these  Port  Books.  It  is  therefore  evident  that  the  number  of 
boats  owned  by  Southampton  merchants  must  be  set  at  a  figure 
considerably  higher  than  that  supplied  by  our  manuscript. 

POPULATION  OF  SOUTHAMPTON.  Although  no  systematic 
attempt  appears  ever  to  have  been  made  to  gauge  the  popula- 
tion of  Southampton  in  the  beginning  of  the  fifteenth  century, 
it  is  generally  assumed  that  it  did  not  exceed  4000  inhabitants. 
This  figure  may  be  a  fairly  accurate  estimate  of  the  people 
living  within  the  ancient  walls  of  the  town,  but  surely  it  does 
not  include  the  populous  suburbs  of  Above  Bar,  St.  Mary's  and 
elsewhere,  which  had  sprung  up  before  the  fifteenth  century  and 
constituted  an  integral  part  of  the  borough.  The  Port  Books 
for  the  years  1428  and  1430  record  the  names  of  nearly  eleven 
hundred  merchants  and  captains  (exclusive  of  mariners  and 
servants)  trading  at  Southampton,  but  they  give  no  indication 
of  the  equally  important  trade  carried  on  by  land.  The  dis- 
appearance of  the  earlier  Brokage  Books  has  removed  the 
possibility  both  of  estimating  the  magnitude  of  the  inland  trade 
in  1428  and  1430,  and  of  completing  our  lists  by  the  addition 
of  the  names  of  those  merchants  (probably  quite  numerous)  who 
engaged  in  it,  and  purchased  in  Southampton  the  goods  brought 
thither  both  by  native  and  foreign  captains.  But  incomplete  as 
they  are,  the  data  furnished  by  the  Port  Books  more  than  justify 
our  assumption  that  the  population  of  Southampton  consider- 
ably exceeded  the  traditional  4000. 

Instead  of  setting  up  mere  hypotheses,  let  us  rather  analyse 
the  figures  supplied  by  our  document.  The  number  of  free- 
burgesses  engaged  in  maritime  trade  and  of  denizens  exempted 
from  the  payment  of  tolls  and  petty-customs  amounted  to  134, 
whilst  other  inhabitants,  not  entitled  to  these  privileges,  num- 
bered about  277.  Of  traders  from  foreign  parts,  the  most 
numerous  and  important  were  those  connected  with  the  Mediter- 
ranean carracks.  The  names  of  no  fewer  than  243  are  recorded 
in  our  document,  and  though  several  visited  the  town  only  on 
rare  occasions,  others,  the  Pinels,  Spinols,  Catans,  Morels,  etc., 
appear  to  have  settled  permanently  in  Southampton  and  to  have 
utilised  its  harbour  mainly  for  the  extensive  trade  they  carried 
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on  with  London  and  Flanders.  Other  foreign  countries  con- 
tributed the  following  numbers  :  Flanders  and  Netherlands,  50  ; 
France,  29  ;  Hamburg,  18  (mainly  captains  of  ships) ;  Northern 
Spain  and  Portugal,  15  ;  Denmark,  14. 

It  is  probable  that  most  English  traders  bought  their  goods  in 
the  town,  instead  of  importing  them  at  their  own  risk ;  that 
accounts  for  the  fact  that  the  Port  Books  mention  only  2 
merchants  from  Winchester,  2  from  Hull,  3  from  Newcastle, 
4  from  Coventry,  7  from  Portsmouth,  8  from  Bristol,  8  from 
London,  and  13  from  Salisbury.  It  is  particularly  worthy  of 
note  that  during  the  period  under  review  London  merchants 
shared  in  the  maritime  trade  of  Southampton  to  a  trifling 
degree  only,  whilst  a  century  and  a  half  later  they  appear  to 
have  monopolized  all  important  commercial  transactions. 

From  the  counties  (exclusive  of  the  towns  mentioned  above) 
the  numbers  of  merchants  and  captains  engaged  in  the  trade  of 
the  port  of  Southampton  were  as  follows  :  Cornwall  and  Devon, 
72  ;  Hants,  51  ;  Suffolk  and  Norfolk,  44  ;  Sussex,  43  ;  Kent,  15  ; 
Dorset,  14  ;  Essex  and  Wales,  one  each.  To  complete  the  list, 
we  must  add  27  merchants  and  shipowners  from  the  Channel 
Islands. 

The  merchants  permanently  settled  in  the  town  did  not,  as  a 
rule,  specialize  in  any  particular  line  of  business.  Quite  a 
number  of  them,  however,  nearly  all  free-burgesses,  were 
mainly  engaged  in  the  wine  trade,  e.g.,  Hen.  Baron,  John 
Bentham,  Rt.  Bourtone,  John  Bygbrouk,  John  Byschop,  Rt. 
Eylward,  George  Husk,  Piere  James,  Thos.  Rede,  Will.  Sopere, 
John  Wodecok  and  John  Wry  there.  These  merchants,  together 
with  John  Emery,  Walter  Fetplace,  Gabryel  Corbete,  Ric. 
Hall,  Will.  Nicole,  John  Wodeford  and  Thos.  Wynturbourne, 
imported  practically  all  the  Bordeaux  wine  that  came  to,/ 
Southampton.  But  the  seven  last  mentioned  also  carried  on  ^ 
large  commercial  operations  in  a  variety  of  other  commodities, 
such  as  iron,  alum,  madder,  corn,  canvas,  oil,  etc.  On  the 
other  hand,  John  Chepwryszt,  John  Huschon  and  Nicole 
Westone  dealt  extensively  and  almost  exclusively  in  corn,  John 
Reve  chiefly  exported  fish,  and  Nicole  Wysman  exported 
nothing  but  cloth.  But  these  merchants  were  not  exempted 
from  the  payment  of  tolls  and  did  not  possess  the  freedom  of 
the  town.  It  would  seem,  therefore,  that  the  free-burgesses  of 
Southampton,  the  privileged  members  of  the  Guild  Merchant, 
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found   the   wine-trade   particularly   lucrative,   and   kept   it   as 
much  as  possible  in  their  own  hands. 

It  is  also  interesting  to  note  that  women  occasionally 
engaged  in  maritime  trade.  Among  the  eleven  hundred  traders 
mentioned  in  the  Port  Books,  six  were  women,  one  of  them, 
Jenete  Myxto,  apparently  enjoying  the  full  privileges  of  a  free- 
burgess  of  Southampton.  In  1430  she  imported  canvas  and 
exported  oil  without  paying  any  tolls.  The  other  five  were 
not  similarly  exempted.  Two  of  them,  Alys  Fleschere  and  Alis 
Sandre,  exported  small  quantities  of  wine ;  Jenete  Lombe 
exported  rye,  and  Maud  Wynturbourne  garlic  and  onions.  The 
sixth,  Alis  Frelond,  imported  linen  and  mantles.  Another  lady, 
whose  name  frequently  occurs  in  these  pages,  was  Philippa,  the 
widow  of  Edward,  Duke  of  York  ;  she  exported  a  considerable 
amount  of  wine  from  Southampton,  presumably  for  her  own 
household. 


HI.    SOUTHAMPTON  AND    THE    ENGLISH    COASTING 
TRADE    IN    THE  YEARS    A.D    1428    AND    1430.' 

Some  local  shipowners,  like  William  Agappe,  Robert  Elwyn, 
Thomas  Frelond,  William  Poule,  and  others,  f  oun?~femun  era  -      / 
tive  employment  in  carrying  to  London  the  goods  landed  from 
the  carracks  of  Venice  and  Genoa.     It  may  safely  be  assumed, 
too,  that  "  le  Edward  "  (par.  46),  returning  in  1428  with  a  load 
of  slates,  had  visited  Cornwall,  and  that  the  vessel  of  William 
Nicol  (39)  came  from  the  east  coast  with  its  cargo  of  herrings. 
In   1430  "  le   Leonard "  had  probably  gone  to   Devonshire  to 
fetch  ling  and  mulwell.     In  the  same  year  the  vessel  of  William 
Payn  (519)  was  freighted  by  a  trader  of  Poole,  and  that  of 
William  Thangle  (473)  by  various  merchants  of  Exeter  ;  whilst 
in  1428  William  Gangley  (210)  sailed  with  a  load  of  iron  for  a 
man  of  Chichester.     But  in  the  great  majority  of  cases  the  local] 
shipowners  found  it  more  profitable  to  go  further  afield,  either  I 
to  Southern  France  or  to  Flanders,  and  to  leave  the  coasting  \

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trade  in  the  hands  of  petty  merchants  from  the  outside,  whose 
small  crafts  came  to  Southampton  from  almost  every  port  of 
England. 

SUSSEX.  Dealing  first  with  the  counties  lying  to  the  east  of 
Southampton,  we  find  that  from  Sussex  there  came  13  boats  in 
1428,  and  15  in  1430,  namely,  13  boats  from  Shoreham,  4  from 
Kingston,  3  from  Wittering,  2  from  Eastbourne,  2  from  Seaford, 
2  from  Chichester,  and  I  each  from  Brighton  and  Hove.  They 
brought  chiefly  wheat  and  malt,  and  returned  with  wine  and 
small  quantities  of  woad,  alum,  fish  oil,  and  fruit.  Smaller 
quantities  still  of  herrings,  iron,  and  coals  are  mentioned  both 
among  imports  and  exports. 

KENT.  This  county  is  represented  by  two  ports  only,  Hythe 
and  Ash  near  Sandwich.  From  the  former  there  were  two 
boats  in  1430,  laden  with  haberdashery,  teasels,  madder,  soap, 
bricks,  pavingstones,  tiles,  garlic,  and  onions  ;  they  left  South- 
ampton with  oil,  wine,  and  woad.  From  Ash  there  were  four 
boats,  one  in  1428,  three  in  1430  ;  they  brought  mainly  fish,  and 
occasionally  a  little  wine,  iron,  and  timber.  No  mention  is 
made  of  a  cargo  on  the  return  journey. 

SUFFOLK.  There  were  17  boats  from  Suffolk,  eight  in  1428, 
nine  in  1430.  They  brought  large  consignments  of  herrings, 
with  some  cod,  salmon,  sprats,  and  Sperling,  also  a  little  malt, 
tar,  and  garlic.  In  1428  they  took  on  board  at  Southampton  a 
large  amount  of  rye,  but  none  in  1430.  The  boats  came  from 
the  following  ports :  9  from  Covehithe,  4  from  Southwold,  and 
the  others  from  Dunwich,  Lowestoft,  Orwell,  and  Walberswick. 

NORFOLK.       Even    more    fish    was    imported  from   Norfolk, 

^tj  especially  from  Great  Yarmouth  (three  boats  in  1430),  Cromer, 

and  Cley  (one  boat  each)  ;  two  boats  from  King's  Lynn  entered 

with  clapholt,  i.e.,  wood  for  coopers.      Altogether  there  came 

from  the  county  three  boats  in  1428,  and  four  in  1430. 

YORKS,  NORTHUMBERLAND.  One  boat  bound  for  Hull  exported 
rye  in  1428.  Finally,  from  Newcastle-upon-Tyne  there  were 
two  boats  in  1430,  laden  with  herrings,  woad,  onions,  garlic, 
pattens,  and  millstones. 

HANTS.  To  the  west  of  Southampton  and  outside  the 
jurisdiction  of  its  harbour  there  was  only  one  port  of  some 
importance  in  Hampshire,  namely,  Christchurch.  Our  accounts 
refer  to  one  boat  bringing  teasels  in  1428,  but  as  the  Prior 
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frequently  bought  wine  at  Southampton,  it  is  certain  that  small 
vessels,  unworthy  of  being  specially  recorded,  often  visited  the 
harbour. 

DORSET.  From  Dorset  there  were  six  boats  in  1428,  and  four 
in  1430.  They  brought  sailcloth,  cordage,  and  anchors  from 
Poole  (five  boats),  herrings  from  Easton  near  Portland  (three 
boats),  slates  from  Lyme  Regis  (one  boat),  and  oil  from  Ware- 
ham  (one  boat).  On  the  return  journey  they  seldom  took  a 
cargo  at  Southampton,  though  rye,  wine,  and  garlic  were 
exported  on  one  or  two  occasions. 

DEVON.  The  shipping  industry  was  undoubtedly  more 
developed  in  Devon,  and  the  sailors  of  Dartmouth,  Plymouth, 
Kingswear,  etc.,  engaged  to  some  extent  in  the  general  carrying 
trade  of  England.  Not  only  did  they  bring  such  home  products 
as  slates,  tar,  herrings,  and  canvas,  but  also  considerable  quan- 
tities of  wine, — in  one  instance  called  Breton  wine.  There  were 
six  boats  from  Dartmouth,  two  from  Kingswear,  one  from 
Plymouth,  and  one  from  Brixham.  Most  of  the  boats  from 
other  ports  were  laden  with  fish  (e.g.,  herring,  ling,  mulwell, 
and  hake),  especially  those  from  Otterton  (ten  boats),  Sidmouth 
(five  boats),  Yealm  (two  boats).  Two  boats  from  Exeter 
entered  with  madder  and  woad  ;  ten  from  Seaton  brought  stone 
(except  one  which  was  laden  with  wine,  canvas,  and  iron). 
Finally,  there  was  one  boat  from  Chudleigh  with  malt,  and  one 
from  Kenton,  the  nature  of  whose  cargo  is  not  indicated.  This 
makes  in  all  16  boats  for  1428,  and  25  for  1430.  On  the  return 
journey  most  of  these  boats  sailed  empty  from  Southampton  ; 
two  or  three  took  small  quantities  of  (Bordeaux  ?)  wine,  coals, 
alum,  and  wheat. 

CORNWALL.  From  Cornwall  there  came  to  Southampton  1 1 
boats  in  1428,  and  18  in  1430.  These  boats,  often  called 
"  cogs,"  generally  brought  fish,  tin,  or  slates  ;  fish  (chiefly  ling 
and  mulwell,  also  hake  and  pollock)  and  fish  oil  from  Penzance 
(six  boats),  Looe  (four  boats),  Perran  Forth  (two  boats),  Saint 
Ives  (one  boat),  and  Landulph  (one  boat)  ;  tin  and  slates  from 
Fowey  (seven  boats),  Falmouth  (five  boats),  Goulente,  i.e., 
Gulland  Rock  or,  perhaps,  Gorran  Haven  ?  (one  boat).  At 
Southampton  most  of  the  tin1  was  bought  up  by  Genoese

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and  Venetian  merchants.  The  Cornish  boats  shipped  few 
commodities  from  Southampton,  occasionally  a  little  cloth, 
wax  or  rye. 

WALES.  Although  a  considerable  amount  of  Welsh  frieze 
was  exported  from  Southampton,  the  Port  Books  only  make 
mention  of  one  boat  from  Wales,  viz.,  a  boat  from  Carmarthen 
in  1428.  It  would  seem,  therefore,  that  at  ordinary  times 
Welsh  fabrics  were  taken  to  Southampton  overland. 

CHANNEL  ISLANDS.  In  the  first  half  of  the  fifteenth  century 
the  manufacture  of  linen  cloth,  canvas,  and  other  fabrics  such 
as  oulone  and  crestcloth,  had  reached  considerable  development 
in  Guernsey  and  Jersey.  These  commodities  and  others  of 
kindred  nature,  such  as  quilts,  counterpanes,  and  wick  yarn, 
were  exported  to  England  in  fairly  large  quantities.  Among 
other  products  which  were  sent  from  the  Islands,  conger-eels  and 
wine  should  especially  be  mentioned,  whilst  cards,  cinders, 
onions,  fruit,  rye,  and  fur  formed  part  of  the  cargo  only  on  rare 
occasions.  Most  of  the  boats  were  bound  either  for  Poole  or 
Southampton,  and  usually  returned  with  coals  or  alum,  or  small 
quantities  of  flax,  wheat,  resin,  pitch,  and  herrings.  It  is 
curious  to  find  that  whilst  in  1428  nine  boats  from  Guernsey 
and  three  from  Jersey  visited  Southampton  harbour,  in  1430 
there  were  only  two  boats,  one  from  each  island.  It  is  difficult 
to  account  for  this  fluctuation.  Perhaps  the  reverses  of  the 
English  at  Orleans  had  emboldened  Norman  and  Breton  pirates 
to  resume  their  aggressions  on  the  Islanders,  and  made  it  unsafe 
for  the  latter's  ships  to  venture  forth.  Perhaps,  also,  the 
Islanders  had  some  quarrel  with  the  burgesses  of  Southampton, 
and  boycotted  their  port  in  favour  of  Poole.  If  that  was  the 
case,  their  hostility  was  purely  transitory,  for  in  after  years  they 
gradually  forsook  Poole,  sent  their  boats  to  Southampton,  and 
continued  to  do  so,  even  at  a  time  when  the  harbour  had  fallen 
upon  evil  days  and  was  deserted  by  other  vessels.1

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IV.    CONTINENTAL    TRADE    OF    SOUTHAMPTON    IN 
THE    YEARS    A.D.    1428    AND    1430. 

SOUTHERN  FRANCE.  It  is  unfortunate  that  the  Port  Books 
give  us  but  scanty  information  with  regard  to  the  voyages 
undertaken  by  native  captains.  We  can  merely  form  conjectures 
from  the  nature  of  the  cargo  and  the  time  occupied  by  the 
journey.  For  example,  when  we  read  that  in  1428  eight  of  the 
larger  Southampton  boats  entered  the  port  laden  mainly  with 
wine,  we  may  safely  assume  that  they  had  returned  from 
Bordeaux.  In  1430  the  number  was  reduced  to  five :  probably 
the  supply  had  not  been  so  plentiful  and  the  English  defeats  had 
reacted  unfavourably  on  the  wine  trade  in  Southern  France.  It 
is  worth  noticing,  too,  that  in  1428  and  1430  no  ships  owned 
by  Bordeaux  or  La  Rochelle  merchants  reached  Southampton. 
We  only  hear  of  one  boat  of  Bayonne  bringing  wine,  iron  and 
resin  once  a  year.  Evidently  the  Hundred  Years'  War  had 
already  ruined  the  once  flourishing  shipping  trade  of  the 
Gironde. 

NORTHERN  FRANCE.  At  first  sight  it  seems  very  curious  that 
on  the  evidence  of  the  Port  Books  there  was  at  this  time,  so  to 
speak,  no  direct  intercourse  between  Southampton  and  Nor- 
mandy, except  of  a  military  character.  But  this  is  easily 
explained  if  we  remember  that  Edward  III,  in  his  attempt  to 
regulate  the  trade  of  the  country,  had  constituted  Calais  the 
staple  and  sole  mart  for  the  commerce  of  England  with  Northern 
France,  it  is  needless  to  say  that  local  traders  were  particularly 
handicapped  by  such  a  measure.  Had  they  not,  in  turn,  enjoyed 
extensive  monopolies  in  other  directions,  especially  in  the 
Levant  trade,  they  would  doubtless  have  left  no  stone  unturned 
to  secure  redress.  In  1394  the  merchants  of  the  western  counties 
— Hants,  Wilts,  Somerset,  Dorset  and  Berks — who  found  Calais 
a  most  inconvenient  staple,  petitioned  that  they  might  have  the 
privileges  conceded  to  the  merchants  of  Genoa,  Venice,  Catalonia 
and  Aragon,  and  use  Southampton  as  their  port  for  Normandy, 
without  carrying  their  wools  to  Calais,  receiving  also  Norman 
goods  at  Southampton.  However,  no  relief  came.  "  Let  them 
repair  to  Calais  as  is  appointed,"  was  the  reply.1

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That  explains  why  in  the  years  1428  and  1430  there  came 
from  Rouen,  the  great  emporium  of  France,  only  one  boat, 
laden,  not  with  fabrics  from  its  famous  looms,  but  with  garlic 
and  onions,  and  another  boat  from  Harfleur  with  a  cargo  of 
wheat.  On  the  other  hand  there  were  three  boats  fmrn  Barfleur 
with  hemp,  ropes,1  wheat,  barley,  bacon  and  carding  instruments; 
f hrpp_frorr]_[)i' pppp.  with  herrings,  whiting,  wheat  and  iron  ;  two 
from  Flamanville  with  similar  products  ;  one  from  Etaples  with 
herrings ;  and  possibly  one  from  Dives  with  iroft,  nail?,  liquorice, 
and  beaver.  On  the  return  journey  they  took  millstones,  leather, 
iron,  cloth,  spun  wool  (contrary  to  the  statute  !),  but  all  in  very 
small  quantities.  From  Brittany  there  were  .six  boats  in  all, 
five  from  Guylly  with  fish  (hake  and  mulwell)  and  some  slates, 
and  one  from  Saint  Brieuc  with  rye.  But  even  in  those  days 
laws  were  sometimes  evaded,  and  the  Accounts  do  not  show 
how  much  contraband  trade  was  carried  on  between  the  two 
countries.  The  fact  that  commerce  with  Normandy  was  pro- 
hibited, except  via  Calais,  undoubtedly  proved  a  strong  incentive 
to  many  burgesses  of  Southampton  to  run  the  gauntlet  and 
achieve  fame  in  the  profitable  and  highly  respected  profession 
of  smuggling.  If  William  Sopere,  Walter  Fetplace,  Piere  James 
and  other  worthy  mayors  and  magistrates  had  left  memoirs  of 
their  exploits  on  the  high  seas,  both  as  pirates  and  smugglers,  it 
is  possible  that  the  conclusions  arrived  at  from  the  study  of 
these  Port  Books  would  in  many  cases  need  readjusting. 

FLANDERS  AND  NETHERLANDS.  On  the  evidence  of  our  manu- 
script the  traffic  with  Calais  and  Flanders  was  very  important, 
and  the  majority  _^pf  Southampton  boats  appear  to  have  been 
bound  for  those  parts,  sometimes  carrying' native  products,  some- 
times taking^  their.  _cargo.  from  .the..  Genoese"  cafracks.  Goods  for 
the  North  Sea  ports  were  frequently  landed  at'Southampton  and 
conveyed  to  their  destination  in  smaller  boats.  In  September, 
i43°>  Gregory  Catan,  a  wealthy  Italian  merchant,  chartered  the 
"George"  of  Hampton  specially  to  carry  his  merchandise  to 
Flanders.  It  would  seem  that  on  an  average  about  te^rfSouth- 
ampton  boats  engaged  yearly  in  the  Flemish  trade.  Their  chief 
commodities  on  the  outward  journey  were  cloth,  alum,  candles 
and  wine.  In  1428  they  exported,  in  addition,  a  considerable 
amount  of  wheat,  oats  and  rye.  This  was  probably  a  somewhat 
exceptional  occurrence,  due  to  a  shortage  of  corn  in  Holland

In  spite  of  the  severity  of  English  competition,  the  Dutch 
and  Flemish  more  than  held  their  own  in  the  carrying  trade  of 
Northern  Europe.  The  rivalry  between  the  two  nations  was 
decidedly  of  a  friendly  character.  The  Hundred  Years'  War  had 
driven  the  English  into  close  alliance  with  the  Flemish.  The 
Duke  of  Burgundy,  the  suzerain  lord  of  Flanders,  was  England's 
chief  ally  in  her  endless  struggle  against  France.  The  various 
commercial  treaties,  which  at  one  time  or  another  bound  the 
two  countries,  conferred  upon  Flemish  and  Dutch  traders 
important  advantages  in  English  waters.  That  they  made  the 
best  of  their  opportunities  will  become  evident  from  a  perusal 
of  our  manuscript.  Thirteen  of  their  boats  and  "  busses  "  visited 
Southampton  in  1428,  and  no  fewer  than  twenty-four  in  1430. 
They  came  from  the  following  ports,  in  order  of  importance  : 
Sluis  (seven  boats  in  1428,  eleven  in  1430),  Middelburg  (five 
boats  in  1430),  Arnemuiden  (two  boats  in  1428,  one  in  1430), 
Antwerp  (two  boats  in  1430),  Zierikzee  (one  boat  in  1428, 
one  in  1430),  Dordrecht,  Goes,  Goeree  (?),  Hceksche  Ward 
and  Kampen  (one  boat  each.1)  They  brought  to  South- 
ampton, madder,  woad,  teasels,  hemp,  linen,  Cologne  thread, 
quilts,  mantles,  some  fish,  and  a  considerable  amount  of 
walnuts,  onions  and  garlic,  some  hops,  German  wines,  and 
corn  (in  1430),  also  oars,  nails,  whiteplate,  iron,  bricks, 
and  pavingstones.  On  the  home  journey  they  took  chiefly  S 
cloth,  also  small  quantities  of  coal,  wainscot,  rabbit-skins,  ^ 
tallow  and  beef. 

GERMANY.  For  a  long  period  the  Hansards  enjoyed  the 
monopoly  of  the  Baltic  trade,  and  even  in  the  North  Sea 
their  influence  was  paramount.  Before  the  creation  of  the 
League,  German  traders  had  already  received  extensive  privileges 
at  the  hands  of  Henry  II,  Richard  I,  and  other  English  kings. 
In  London  they  became  so  powerful  that  they  had  their 
independent  administration  and  elected  their  own  aldermen. 
They  established  factories  in  other  cities  too,  in  Boston,  Lynn, 
and  elsewhere.2  It  does  not  seem  that  they  had  a  permanent

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foothold  in  Southampton,  though  it  is  certain  that  they 
occasionally  visited  the  harbour.  In  a  petition  of  1406  the 
tailors  of  the  town  refer  to  the  large  profits  which  at  one  time 
they  were  wont  to  derive  from  alien  folk  coming  into  the  port 
on  boats  from  Spain,  Portugal,  Flanders,  Zealand,  Germany 
and  Prussia,  which  profits  they  subsequently  lost  through 
unchecked  foreign  competition.1  Our  Accounts  show  that  in 
1430  a  whole  fleet  of  Easterlings,  including  nineteen  boats  from 
Hamburg,  anchored  in  the  Solent.  But,  apparently,  no  business 
was  done  with  local  traders,  and  great  difHculty  was  experienced 
by  the  Southampton  Bailiffs  in  exacting  from  the  strangers  the 
anchorage  money  to  which  the  town  was  entitled.  Evidently 
the  Hansards  still  looked  upon  themselves  as  the  lords  of  the 
northern  seas,  although,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  they  were  rapidly 
losing  their  trade  monopoly. 

DENMARK.  The  rivals  of  the  Hanse  were  not  so  much  the 
English,  as  the  Danes,  at  whose  hands  the  League  had  always 
experienced  the  most  dogged  opposition.  At  the  close  of  the 
fourteenth  century,  Queen  Margaret,  in  bringing  under  her  sway 
the  whole  of  the  Scandinavian  peninsula,  had  given  a  powerful 
impetus  to  Danish  commerce.  The  merchants  of  Denmark  not 
only  defended  their  own  preserves  in  the  far  north,  their 
lucrative  fur  trade  with  Iceland,  but  they  began  to  compete 
with  the  Hanse  both  in  the  Baltic  and  in  the  North  Sea.  They 
ventured  even  further  west  and  made  Southampton  one  of  their 
ports  of  call.  Both  in  1428  and  in  1430  Danish  boats  entered 
the  harbour,  three  in  the  first  year  and  one  in  the  second.  They 
were  laden  with  large  quantities  of  rye,2  also  with  tar,  canvas, 
fruit  and  (German?)  wine. 

SPAIN  AND  PORTUGAL.  It  is  not  possible  to  ascertain  from 
our  document,  whether  any  of  the  Southampton  boats  went  as 
far  as  Spain  or  Portugal,  but  it  is  likely  enough  that  on  occasions 
a  captain  engaged  in  the  trade  with  Southern  France  may  have 
gone  further  afield  and  visited  the  Peninsula,  especially  if,  for 
some  reason  or  other,  wine  was  scarce  at  Bordeaux.  There  is 
evidence  that  as  early  as  1338  John  Alfons,  John  Ocho,  and 
other  Portuguese  merchants  hired  "  la  Juliane  "  of  Southampton 
to  go  to  Portugal  and  Spain  for  wines,  olive  oil,  and  other

things.1  Such  a  precedent  may  have  been  followed  by  other 
Portuguese  merchants.  The  fact,  however,  must  not  be  over- 
looked that  in  the  fifteenth  century,  merchants  of  the  Peninsula 
had  in  their  own  country  an  ample  supply  of  ships  and  men. 
No  doubt  they  found  it  expedient  to  give  preference  to  their 
countrymen,  especially  as  the  latter  were  offered,  in  theory  at 
least,  every  protection  in  English  waters.  The  friendly  relations 
between  England  and  Portugal  date  from  the  beginning  of  the 
latter's  history.  As  time  went  on,  a  close  intercourse,  both 
political  and  commercial,  grew  up  between  the  two  nations. 
A  formal  alliance  was  concluded  in  1373,  and  renewed  thirteen 
years  later  at  Windsor.  Portuguese  traders  who  had  secured  a 
foothold  in  England  as  far  back  as  the  thirteenth  century, 
received  fresh  inducements  and  came  to  these  shores  in  much 
larger  numbers.  They  seem  to  have  given  their  preference  to 
Bristol,  and  in  the  year  1390 — 91  exported  from  that  port  2,158 
cloths.2  But  Southampton,  too,  wasjegulail^  visited  by  them. 
There  were  two  boats  in  1428  andJToTnMjiT^co  one  laden  with 
fruit,  wine,  wax,  and  cord  wain,  which  on  her  return  journey 
took  cloth  and  pewter.  In  the  case  of  the  others,  the  nature  of 
the  cargo  is  not  stated. 

If  the  burgesses  of  Southampton  did  not  share  in  the 
Portuguese  trade  to  a  greater  extent,  it  was  probably  through 
their  own  fault.  The  record  of  their  dealings  with  strangers 
was  not  particularly  clean,  and  the  Portuguese  must  long  have 
remembered  the  deceptions  which  were  practised  upon  them  on 
more  than  one  occasion.  In  1403  a  number  of  their  merchants 
left  Lisbon  for  England  in  their  ship  "  la  Katerine,"  laden  with 
74  tuns  of  wine,  a  pipe  of  olive  oil,  and  other  merchandise.  In 
the  Channel  they  fell  into  the  hands  of  some  Norman  mariners 
who  were  themselves  attacked  and  routed  near  Falmouth  by 
lieges  of  the  King  of  England,  men  of  Greenwich,  Shrewsbury, 
and  Southampton.  To  the  consternation  of  the  unfortunate 
Portuguese  merchants,  their  ship  was  taken  to  Southampton, 
where  it  was  kept  as  a  prize  by  their  "  rescuers,"  together  with 
the  wines  and  merchandise  therein.3  By  going  to  Bristol,  the

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Portuguese  avoided  the  danger  of  falling  into  the  hands  of  their 
French  foes  and  the  still  greater  calamity  of  being  rescued  by 
their  English  friends. 

Friendly  relations  also  existed  between  England  and  Castile. 
A  cornTrercfaTtTeirty  wj^cor^udedTn  "14037  PfoHaBTyTt  was  in 
order  to  secure  more  advantageous  terms  for  their  country,  that  in 
1430  a  special  deputation  journeyed  to  England.  The  Spanish 
party  included  a  bishop,  a  count,  a  baron,  two  knights,  two 
doctors  or  clerks,  with  a  retinue  of  one  hundred  persons,  for 
which  party  a  safe-conduct  had  been  obtained  previously.1 
They  were  conveyed  to  England  in  four  boats  and  landed  at 
Southampton  in  September,  I430.2  About  the  same  period,  also, 
a  Spanish  ship  laden  with  wine  left  the  harbour  for  London. 
It  was  very  likely  one  of  the  four  which  had  conveyed  the 
ambassadors  to  England.  During  the  course  of  the  year  three 
vessels  from  Bilbao  had  entered  with  iron  and  nails.  But 
commerce  was  undoubtedly  far  more  developed  on  the  Medi- 
terranean shores  of  Spain,  and  the  large  galleys  of  Catalonia 
made  an  occasional  appearance  in  Southampton  waters.  These 
galleys,  however,  mainly  engaged  in  the  Levant  trade,  and  will 
therefore  be  more  conveniently  dealt  with  in  a  subsequent 
chapter. 


V.    SOUTHAMPTON    AND    THE    LEVANT    TRADE. 

The  trade  which  has  been  surveyed  in  the  preceding  pages, 
though  important,  in  an  age  when  communications  were  beset 
by  so  many  obstacles,  would  not  have  sufficed  to  set  up  in 
mediaeval  Southampton  that  era  of  commercial  prosperity  which 
it  enjoyed  for  the  space  of  at  least  one  century.  It  was  the 
advent  of  the  huge  Mediterranean  carracks,  with  their  priceless 
cargoes,  and  the  settlement  at  Southampton  of  Italian  merchant 
princes,  which  made  the  town  one  of  the  great  marts  of 
Northern  Europe.  The  revenues  of  the  crown  and  of  the 
corporation  were  swelled  by  the  various  dues  levied  on  the

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costly  wares  of  Italy  and  of  the  East.  The  burgesses  not  only 
let  their  houses  and  cellars  and  stores  to  foreigners  at  very 
profitable  rates,  but  began  themselves  to  take  a  hand  in  the 
large  commercial  deals  which  were  made  under  their  eyes.  It 
seems  unlikely  that  they  sent  any  of  their  vessels  beyond  the 
Straits  of  Gibraltar  to  compete  in  the  carrying  trade  with  the 
galleys  of  Venice  and  Genoa.  Such  an  attempt  would  have 
been  fraught  with  too  many  dangers,  and  the  boats  at  their 
disposal  were  too  small.  It  was  safer  to  let  the  Italians  bring 
the  goods  to  Southampton,  and  assist  in  retailing  them  by  land 
and  by  sea. 

FLORENCE.  Already  in  the  thirteenth  century  we  hear  of 
Florentine  merchants  and  bankers  stopping  in  various  English 
towns  and  buying  up  wool  for  the  looms  of  Lucca  and  Florence. 
They  must  have  come  early  to  Southampton,  although  there  is 
apparently  no  record  extant  of  any  visit  prior  to  1337.  In  that 
year  a  special  permission  was  given  to  merchants  of  the  Society 
of  the  Alberti  to  ship  into  Gascony  seventy  sacks  of  wool.1 
Generally,  however,  the  woolfells  were  carried  to  Italy  overland, 
via  Paris,  Lyons,  and  Turin.2  But  later  on,  a  direct  maritime 
trade  between  Florence  and  England  was  established,  in  which 
Southampton  shared  very  largely.  No  fewer  than  three  Florentine 
K^rbour  in  1430.  Besides  a  quantity  of 


dates,  figs,  raisins,  aniseed,  woad,  scarlet  grain,  and  oil,  they  , 
landed  also  such  luxuries  as  preserved  fruit  and  succades.  But 
the  most  important  and  valuable  part  of  their  cargo  consisted 
of  costly  fabrics  of  silk,  velvet,  gold  cloth,  and  damask,  and  of 
priceless  garments  and  apparel,  mantles  of  greywork  or  ruskin, 
and  gowns  furred  with  sable  or  polecat.  In  exchange  for  these 
commodities  they  took  not  only  wool,  tin,  and  pewter,  but  quite 
a  large  quantity  of  cloth,  Guildford  cloth,  worsted,  strait  cloth, 
Welsh  frieze,  and  a  little  lead. 

VENICE.  In  1323,  for  the  first  time  on  record,  a  Venetian  fleet 
of  five  carracks  sailed  into  Southampton  water,  and  though  the 
crews  came  into  conflict  with  the  burgesses  of  the  town  and  the 
inhabitants  of  the  Isle  of  Wight,  yet  shortly  afterwards  matters 
were  arranged,  a  regular  grant  of  trading  privileges  was 
accorded  to  the  foreigners,  and  year  by  year  a  fleet,  varying  in

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size  from  three  to  five  galleys,  was  commissioned  by  the  Doge  to 
proceed  to  England.  The  galleys  were  manned  by  Sclavonian 
oarsmen,  whose  headquarters  were  at  Southampton.  Here  they 
had  their  own  fraternity  and  even  their  own  burial  ground, 
outside  the  town  at  North  Stoneham.1 

The  establishment  of  this  fraternity  at  Southampton  ensured 
a  regular  yearly  visit  by  the  Venetian  carracks,  even  though 
their  number  may  occasionally  have  been^qnitp  small.  There 
were  apparently  only  two  in  1428  andttfiree  in__i4W\  They  do 
not  seem  to  have  transacted  much  business  withlocaT  merchants. 
In  1428  they  left  no  goods  at  all,  whilst  those  landed  in  1430, 
viz.,  sweet  wines,  oil,  saffron,  and  a  few  furred  gowns,  were 
chiefly  for  London.  It  is,  therefore,  obvious  that  during  the  two 
years  under  review  the  Venetians  conveyed  the  greater  part  of 
their  cargo  to  other  ports,  and  probably  called  at  Southampton, 
,  mainly  to  renew  their  crews,  or  to  take  on  board  the  woolfells 
and  cloth  they  had  bought  in  various  parts  of  the  country. 

The  trade  carried  on  by  Venice  and  Florence  did  not  meet 
with  general  approval.  These  cities  were  the  homes  of  skilled 
artizans  anxious  to  secure  fresh  supplies  of  raw  materials, 
especially  wool,  and  to  find  new  outlets  for  the  products  of  their 
industries.  Their  merchants  brought  to  this  country  articles  of 
luxury,  "  trifles,  trifles  that  litelle  have  availede " 2  as  the 
popular  voice  put  it,  and  returned  hence  with  articles  of  first 
necessity  and  intrinsic  value. 

GENOA  AND  SAVONA.  The  same  reproach  applied  also  to  the 
Genoese,  but  to  a  less  degree.  If  occasionally  they,  too,  brought 
silk  and  "  apes  and  japes,  and  marmasettes  taylede,"  there  were 
other  things  besides  in  their  large  carracks,  such  things  as  woad, 
madder,  scarlet  dye,  alum,  and  many  of  the  raw  materials  for 
dressing  and  dyeing.  Instead  of  exporting  woolfells,  and  starv-" 
ing  English  looms,  they  carried  from  these  shores  manufactured 
articles,  English  cloth,  coverlets,  pewter  vessels,  lavers,  candle- 
sticks, for  they  were  a  sturdy  people  of  sailors  and  adventurers 
rather  than  of  skilled  artizans. 

The  Genoese  rose  into  prominence  at  the  time  of  the  Crusades, 
and  played  an  active  part  in  all  the  naval  wars  of  the  later 
Middle  Ages.  They  had  no  definite  policy  of  their  own,  except

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to  get  the  best  return  for  their  services.  Accordingly  they  were 
courted  by  all  who  required  the  assistance  of  their  powerful 
galleys  and  fearless  captains.  Richard  I  had  dealings  with 
them.  Edward  II  contracted  with  them  for  conveying  2,600 
tuns  of  wine  for  the  war  against  Scotland.1  They  were  at  the 
same  time  the  mercenaries  and  the  carriers  of  Western  Europe. 
Their  commercial  relations  with  England  were  subjected  to 
considerable  fluctuation,  and  during  the  Hundred  Years'  War 
the  Genoese  were  at  various  periods  pressed  into  the  service  of 
France.  Their  galleys,  for  example,  took  part  in  the  memorable 
attack  on  Southampton,  in  1338.  But  their  hostility  was  short 
lived,  and  soon  after  they  returned  as  peaceful  traders. 

The  policy  of  Edward  III  had  tended  to  concentrate  foreign 
commerce,  especially  commerce  with  the  Levant  and  Mediter- 
ranean, in  the  port  of  Calais.  But  Richard  II  departed  from  that 
practice,  and  by  a  statute  of  1378  ordained  that  merchants  of 
Genoa,  Venice,  Catalonia,  Arragon,  and  other  kingdoms  lying 
westward  could  sell  their  goods  at  Hampton  or  any  other  place 
within  the  realm  and  need  not  proceed  to  Calais.2  Availing 
themselves  of  this  privilege,  the  Genoese  made  Southampton  their 
head  port  outside  the  Mediterranean.  Many  of  their  merchants 
settled  in  the  town  and  one  of  them,  a  man  of  great  wealth  and 
enterprise,  was  contemplating  the  possibility  of  making  South- 
ampton superior  to  all  the  ports  of  Western  Europe.  But  whilst 
he  was  carrying  on  negotiations  with  the  Crown  for  the 
acquisition  of  Southampton  Castle,  he  was  assassinated  by 
Londoners,  actuated,  it  is  said,  by  fear  and  jealousy.3  Undeterred 
by  the  opposition  of  London  merchants,  the  Genoese  adhered 
to  their  policy,  at  least  partially,  and  in  1402  obtained  of  Henry 
IV  the  valuable  concession  of  landing  all  their  goods  at  South- 
ampton and  carrying  them  thence  to  London  and  other  towns 
by  land. 

Political  events  again  threatened  to  put  an  end  to  the 
commercial  intercourse  between  Genoa  and  England.  In  1415 
Henry  V  had  sailed  from  Southampton  to  claim,  by  force  of 
arms,  the  kingdom  of  France,  and  whilst  he  distinguished  him- 
self at  Agincourt,  the  French,  naturally  enough,  were  bent  on

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retaliation.  In  1416  a  French  and  Genoese  fleet  menaced  the 
ships  which  the  Iting  had  collected  in  the  Solent  and  South- 
ampton Water,  and  a  naval  battle  was  fought  not  far  from 
Southampton.  But  the  success  of  Henry  on  the  Continent  and 
the  crippled  condition  of  France  drove  the  mercenary  Genoese 
from  the  French  alliance.  Henceforth  their  carracks  came  to 
Southampton  in  ever  increasing  numbers.  There  were  19 
carracks  in  1428,  and  23  in  1430.  The  port  not  only  became 
one  of  the  chief  emporTums  "Of  spices  and  Eastern  products,  but 
it  secured  practically  the  monopoly  of  sweet  wines,  and  a  large 
share  in  the  wine  trade  in  general.  If  Mr.  Simon  is  right  in 
estimating  at  8,000  tuns  the  yearly  imports  of  wine  in  England 
between  1422 — 1483,  then  Southampton  had  somewhat  more 
than  one  eighth  of  the  whole  wine  trade  of  the  realm. 

Besides  sweet  wines,  the  Genoese  imported,  also,  large 
quantities  of  woad,  scarlet  dye,1  madder,  brasil,  nutgall,  paint, 
and  alum ;  soap,2  wax,  oil,  cerate,  honey,  cotton,  flax,  sugar ; 
various  fruit  and  spices;  raisins,  dates,  figs,  dried  plums,  preserved 
fruit,  almonds,  ginger,  pepper,  cloves,  mace,  cummin,  nutmeg, 
cinnamon,  scammony,  saffron,  grain  of  paradise,  gum,  etc. ;  also 
silk,3  gold  thread,  canvas,  cable,  packthread,  mats,  carpets, 
baskets,  pattens,  iron,  quicksilver,  sulphur,  tools  and  utensils ; 
tables  of  cypress  wood,  paper,  and  apes. 

In  the  company  of  the  Genoese  there  sailed  occasionally  a 
carrack  from  Savona.  One  came  to  Southampton  in  1428,  and 
another  in  1430.  They  engaged  in  the  same  trade  as  the 
Genoese :  they  brought  wine,  woad,  paint,  wax,  saffron,4  silk, 
and  black  paper,  and  left  the  harbour  with  cloth,  pewter  vessels, 
and  wool. 

CATALONIA.  The  only  other  Mediterranean  boats  mentioned  in 
our  Port  Books  are  those  from  Catalonia.  There  were  three  in 
1428,  but  none  in  1430.  The  commodities  which  they  shipped 
to  Southampton  were  almost  identical  with  those  from  Venice 
and  Genoa.  They  included  spices,  dates,  almonds,  fruit,  wine, 
oil,  wax,  madder,  baskets,  but  not  silk.  In  addition  they 
brought  a  considerable  amount  of  garlic  and  haberdashery.

The  Mediterranean  boats  were  always  referred  to  as 
carracks  or  galleys.  Their  tonnage  must  have  been  consider- 
able, seeing  that  3/4  was  levied  upon  each  in  anchorage  money, 
whilst  4d.  only  was  paid  for  the  largest  Hanse  boat,  and  the 
fee  for  a  smaller  coasting  vessel  was  usually  id.  or  2d.  The 
carracks  were  the  "  Olympics  "  of  their  days,  and  the  burgesses 
of  Southampton  could  be  justly  proud  of  the  fact,  that  22  of 
such  giants  had  visited  their  harbour  in  1428,  and  no  fewer  than 
30  in  1430. 

The  time  which  the  carracks  spent  at  Southampton  seems  to 
have  varied  considerably  ;  sometimes  it  only  amounted  to  a  few 
days.  Symond  Catan  entered  the  port  on  May  ist,  1428,  and 
sailed  again  immediately  after  (pars.  449,  450).  Aram  Hardy- 
ment  appears  to  have  done  the  same  thing  in  March,  1428  (pars. 
276,  277)  ;  also  Piere  Blank  in  September,  1429  (par.  589),  and 
Galyot  Pinel  in  July,  1428  ;  but  in  1430  the  latter  remained 
at  Southampton  from  i8th  September  to  the  23rd  October.1 
Occasionally  the  Genoese  carracks  stayed  much  longer,  e.g., 
John  De  Pont  remained  in  the  harbour  from  May  ist,  1428 
(par.  448),  until  August  or  September  (par.  462) ;  Frances  Spinol 
from  2ist  March,  1428,  until  July  or  August  (pars.  278,  453). 
In  many  cases  the  same  carracks  called  twice  at  Southampton 
at  a  few  months'  interval.  In  that  short  space  of  time  it  would 
have  been  impossible  for  them  to  travel  all  the  way  to  Genoa 
and  back.  It  is  more  likely  that  they  journeyed  to  Flanders 
and  called  a  second  time  at  Southampton  on  the  homeward 
voyage.  Symond  Catan,  among  others,  appears  to  have  done 
so.  In  1428  his  carrack  entered  the  port  on  the  25th  of  February 
and  again  on  the  ist  of  May  (pars.  273,  449),  whilst  in  1430  his 
carrack  reached  Southampton  on  April  ist  and  again  on 
June  26th  (pars.  604,  613).  Phelip  Justinian,  another  Genoese 
captain,  came  twice  into  the  harbour  during  the  year  1430,  viz., 
on  March  27th  and  June  26th.  In  1428  Galyot  Pinel  had 
arrived  first  on  March  27th  and  again  on  July  gth  (pars.  279, 
451).  On  the  other  hand,  Piere  Blank,  who  left  the  port  in 
September,  1429,  and  returned  on  June  26th,  1430  (pars.  589, 
607),  had  ample  time  to  visit  the  Mediterranean  and  bring  a

It  is  curious  to  note  that  in  1428  the  arrival  of  the  Genoese 
carracks  was  distributed  fairly  evenly  over  the  whole  year. 
There  were  three  boats  in  the  period  October-December,  1427, 
two  in  January,  1428,  two  in  February,  three  in  March,  one  in 
May,  and  four  in  July-August.  In  1430,  on  the  other  hand,  a 
large  fleet  of  carracks  arrived  in  June.  The  exact  numbers  are  : 
three  in  the  period  extending  from  September  to  December, 
1429,  four  in  January,  1430,  one  in  February,  two  in  March,  two 
in  April,  seven  in  June,  two  in  July,  and  two  in  September. 
Far  greater  regularity  was  observed  by  the  Venetians  :  both  in 
1428  and  in  1430  they  arrived  at  Southampton  in  October  or 
November,  and  again  in  July  or  August. 

Even  a  rapid  perusal  of  these  Port  Books  must  convince  the 
reader  that  the  harbour  of  Southampton  enjoyed  in  those  distant 
ages  a  period  of  prosperity  and  greatness  not  unworthy  of  our 
own  times.  In  the  Appendix  an  attempt  has  been  made  to 
present  the  data  of  these  books  in  tabular  form.  The  tables 
show  at  a  glance  the  total  imports  and  exports,  and  in  many 
cases  also  the  values  of  the  goods.  But  in  order  to  interpret 
these  figures  aright  one  must  bear  in  mind  the  enormous  diffi- 
culties which  stood  in  the  way  of  trade,  the  slowness  of  the 
means  of  communication,  and  the  greater  value  of  money.  The 
purchasing  power  of  money  was  at  least  ten  or  eleven  times 
what  it  is  to-day.  That  is  to  say,  £\  in  1430  went  as  far  as 
£11  in  our  own  days.  But  although  this  applies  to  most 
commodities,  it  does  not  hold  good  in  the  case  of  spices  and 
other  merchandise  of  kindred  nature. 

If  it  is  difficult  to  place  an  accurate  interpretation  upon  the 
facts  and  figures  revealed  by  our  MS.,  the  latter,  at  all  events, 
supplies  some  definite  data  for  the  study  of  a  period  of  economic 
history  which  is  shrouded  in  obscurity.  These  Port  Books  are 
at  the  same  time  a  treasure-house  of  that  ancient  French  dialect 
which  had  long  flourished  in  Southampton,  but  in  the  fifteenth 
century  was  losing  its  identity  and  blending  with  the  Saxon 
speech,  in  order  to  produce  Modern  English,  a  new  and 
homogeneous  language,  admirably  adapted  to  the  needs  of 
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the  new  English  nation.  But  above  all,  these  Port  Books  are  a 
monument,  more  lasting  than  marble,  more  eloquent  than  poet's 
numbers,  to  the  glorious  past  of  Old  Southampton. 

In  conclusion  the  Editor  wishes  to  acknowledge  his  indebted- 
ness to  the  many  friends  who  have  so  generously  placed  their 
time  and  knowledge  at  his  disposal,  above  all  to  M.  Paul  Meyer, 
Directeur  de  1'Ecole  des  Chartes  of  Paris,  Miss  A.  B.  Wallis 
Chapman,  and  her  brother.
